1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/2/2003 is acknowledged. Together 
with their earlier communication(s), applicants have cancelled claims 1-36, and 
presented claims 37, 38 that are related to method of stimulating neurogenesis in a 
mammal. Therefore, the claims under consideration are the claims 37, 38 that are 
renumbered as claims 1,2 respectively. 

3. Applicants' have confirmed that the priority date for instant application is 

4/20/2001, and not related to U.S.S. Application # 60365005, filed 3/13/2002. 

Rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) are now withdrawn because applicants have 
cancelled claim 36 which is related to compound(s). 

4. The closest prior art ref. of record (U.S. P. 2002/0040031 ) does not indicate or 
suggest the use of compounds claimed herein. 

5. The other reference Howard et al (U.S.P. 4977178, see claims in columns 27-28, 
lines 1-66) teaches method of treating anxiety, epileptic seizures by compounds having 
a core:" N-substituted phenyl-2-indolone wherein the bridge at 3-position is - =(A2)-N 
(B1)(C1)". 

6. The above references either alone or in combination do not teach to arrive at the 
instantly claimed invention. 

7. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
